FUMIGATION 





«; That, extensive fumigation is nec: 
essary in several citrus fruit districts 
of the county if this section is to re- 
tain its long established reputation 
for clean groves,- was declared yes- 
terday by County Horiticultural Com- 
‘missioner J. P. Coy following a con- 
ference with the horticultural inspec- 
tors of the county. 

After the hot wave of three years 
ago, which killed billions of scale as 
well as damaging the crop, many 
growers figured fumigation was un- 
necessary, fumigating outfits were 
sold and the fight against the scale 
was left to nature. The hot summer 
this year has reduced the scale, but 
growers must organize immediately 
for a sysgematic campaign in those 
sections which have scale, or the 
next year or two will ‘find the pest 
making inroads on orchards, says Mr. 
Coy. 

“What should be done is for grow- 
ers to organize associations for fu- 
migation,’ said Mr. Coy. “The county 
is no longer in the business of fumi- 
gating. Much equipment has been 
disposed of in this county or per- 
mitted to go to pieces. A_ serious 
situation will confront many growers 
unless there is action to get rid of 
the scale.” 

The conference yesterday discussed 
various topics, including the scale 
situation. 





HEARING ON VIADUCT MATTER 


The State Railroad Commission will 


take up at least three matters in 
San Bernardino today. 
The most important is the ques- 


tion over the reconstruction of the 
flooring of the Mt. Vernon avenue 
viaduct, long a dispute between the 
city and the Santa Fe. 

The Santa Fe railroad petitioned 
to the railroad commission to decide 
who should pay for the work, setting 
out an agreement entered into by 
the city 10 years ago by which the 
mayor and city council agreed to ac- 
cept the viaduct and an ordinance 
adopted later putting that agreement 
into effect. The city a number of 
months ago repealed this ordinance 
on authority of legislation, making it 
possible for cities to rescind action 
in accetping streets and viaducts. 

The Santa Fe appeals to the rail- 
road commission on the ground that 
it is a grade crossing matter and the 
commission therefore has jurisdiction. 
This move is made in an effort to 
block Vrooman ‘act proceedings 
threatened by the council and under 
which it could assess the adjacent 
property, all of which is owned by 
the Santa Fe, to pay for the repav- 
ing and new floor. 

City Attornéy William Guthrie 
takes the position that the railroad 
commission has no authority in the 
matter at all. 

The issue today’ will be fought out 
on whether the railroad commission 
has jurisdiction. 

The two other matters are a grade 
crossing petition and the application 
for a certificate of public necessity by 
the Adelanto Bus Company.

The formal order of the board of; 
supervisors providing that county au- 
tomobiles must be turned in at the 
county garage at the end of each 
working day and directing that they 
“must not be used at any time for 
private purposes,” was issued this 
week. 

Following is the official notice sent 
to all county officers, head of depart- 
ments and employees: : 

Pursuant to the order’of the board 
of supervisors, the following rules 
have been made and will govern in 
the matter of the use of county auto- 
mobiles, effective August 23, 1920: 

1. All county cars will be used at 
all times only on official business of 
the county. Cars must not be used 
at any time for private purposes. 

2. All county cars will be turned 
in to the county garage at 5 o’clock 
p. m. of each day and 12 o’clock noon 
on Saturdays, or at the close of tne 
Employees keeping 
cars out after these hours will be re- 
quired to sign a report at the county 
garage when car is turned in, stating 
nature of business requiring the use 
o f the car. 

When cars are taken out on Satur- 
day afternoons, Sundays or holidays, 
report must be signed at the county 
garage indicating the nature of. the 
special business requiring the use of 
the car, 

3. The garage will be kept open 
at all hours. Persons turning in cars 
should report to the garageman any 
repair work necessary on Car.

FAVORS BONUS FOR SOLDIERS 


In regard to questionnaire sent out 
by the War Veterans’ League con- 
cerning the ‘soldier bonus, Attorney 
Ira F. Thompson, candidate for a 
judgeship in the Los Angeles County 
Supreme Court, has decided his 
course as follows: 

I firmly believe that it is a duty 
we owe to provide for some kind of 
a bonus—and no fairer means has 
been suggested than adjusted com- 
pensation to include: 

Compensation to and for the dis- 
abled; vocational training where the 
vocation has been removed or where 
the soldier, by reason of injuries, 
cannot longer follow his former voca- 
tion; straight sum of money based on 
length of service; purchase of lands 
to be sold to discharged soldiers, the 
sum of money above mentioned, to- 
gether with a reasonable increase as 
an inducement, to be applied on the 
purchase price, the government to 
joan back, on proper security, suf- 
ficient to stock and equip the place. 





REPAIRS THOUSANDS OF USED 
TYPEWRITERS 


In a statement issued by the United 
States Civil Service Commission it is 
said that thousands upon thousands 
of typewriting machines were pur- 
chased by the War Department and 
other war branches of the govern- 
ment, where they were used a little 
or a great deal, and then were left on 
the hands of the government when 
the war ended. 

An act of congress requires that all 
of these excess partially-used ma- 
chines shall be turned over to the 
General Supply Committee at Wash- 
ington and thoroughly overhauled for 
reissue to the various government de- 
partments and offices. 

The General Supply Committee is 
in need of a number of typewriter 
repairmen. The entrance salary of 
fered is $1400 a year, in addition to 
the increase granted by congress of 
$20 a month.

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PROSPECTS FORMAR- 
KETING 1900 WIRE. 
GRAPE GROP 


From California Department of Ag- | 
riculture: To understand more clearly | 
the conditions which prevailed last | 
fall with regard to salvaging the! 
wine grape crop, a brief survey of | 
laws enacted by congress will be! 
helpful. 

The so-called Wartime Prohibition | 
Act, part of an agricultural emerg: | 
ency appropriation bill, signed by the | 
President November 21, 1918, became | 
effective May 1, 1919, prohibiting the | 
sale of wine for beverage purposes 
on hand after July 1, 1919. 

The Highteenth Amendment to the 
Federal Constitution was ratified by | 
the necessary thirty-six states on | 
January 16, 1919, becoming a law | 
one year later, January 16, 1920. | 

The National Prohibition Enforce- | 
ment Act finally became® law when | 
passed by the Senate October 28, | 
1919. It immediately made effective | 
a machinery for preventing the sale 
or manufacture of beverages con- | 
taining more than one-half of 1 per} 
cent of alcohol. | 

Conflicting interpretations of these 
laws created a perplexing condition 


| 





‘for the wine grape grower in dispos~# 


ing of his crop. His grapes in past | 
years had been grown purposely and | 
used exclusively for the manufacture | 
of wine. Hoping against hope that) 
the ban of wartime prohibition would | 
be lifted in order to permit th:2| 
manufacture of wine and its sale he- 
fore the National Prohibition Enforce- | 
ment Act became effective, many | 
growers turned a deaf ear to the ad- 
vice offered by the State Board of 
Viticultural Commissionérs, that pru-4 
dence suggested utilizing a good por-| 
tion of the wine grapes in the manu | 
facturing of products other than wine. | 
It is true that by other products was | 
meant new products, one of which | 
only—unfermented grape juice—had | 
up to this time been made on a com-| 
mercial scale. The manufacture of | 
P¥oducts other than grape juice unti! 
last fall was practically in the ex-! 
perimental stage. Little wonder that | 
the grape grower and wine maker 
could not arrive at a decision! With- 
in as short a space of time as a few} 
months he was called upon to re- 
vise the customs and practices and 
traditions of fifty years—those that 
dated as far back as the pioneer 
days of the State of California. These ; 
conditions of economic uncertainty, 
national depression, and well-ground- 
ed fear on the part of the grower 
drifted along almost until the vint- 
age, and the salvage of the crop at| 
that time seemed wery problematic, 
when, of a sudden, good offers were | 
made for wine grapes to be shipped 
fresh, and before the season was 
over extravagant prices and an un- 
precendented demand for fresh wine 
grapes arose, and excellent prices for 
dried wine grapes were offered. The 
latter sold at a much higher figure 
than the best quality of table raisins, 
and a much larger tonnage than that 
available last fall could have been 
sold Although a much greater gal- 
lonage of unfermented grape juice 
was made in 1919 than heretofore, 
the tonnage of grapes used for this 
purpose and for the manufacture of 
grape syrup was comparatively but 
a small proportion of the wine grape 
crop. , 








For a while at the height of the 
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shipping season it looked as if a con- 
siderable tonnage of both table 
grapes and wine grapes could not be 
marketed for lack of refrigerator cars, 
but the exceptionally fine weather of 
last fall permitted the shipping sea- 
som to be carried on more than a 
month longer than usual and prac- 
tically no loss was sustained because 
of car shortage. The total crop of 
wine grapes was disposed of at high- 
er prices than ever before in the his- 
tory of the industry, and instead of 
the calamitous prospects of being 
unable to dispose of the grapes the 
wine grape growers reaped, on the 
contrary, most favorable returns. 

The sudden demand for wine 
grapes at such unusually high prices, 
and the determination and insistence 
on the part of the buyers endeavor- 
ing to fill orders, can only be explain- 
ed in one way—that fresh grapes 
were being shipped for the purpose 
of making wine. Even a shortage of 
ventilator cars did not arrest the 
shipments of wine grapes to the East- 
ern markets. «They were shipped in 
ventilator cars when no refrigerators 
could be secured, and when ventila- 
tors were no longer available the 
grapes were shipped in box cars and 
cattle cars. No special care appar- 
ently was taken as to the manner in 
which they were packed. This tend 
ed to prove that their condition upon 
arrival at destination was not contin- 
gent upon a perfect state of preserv- 
ation, such as is required for table 
grapes. 

As a proof of the misunderstanding 
of the prohibition law by the wine 
grape growers, and of the misinter- 
pretation of said laws by them and 
also others who were in a_ position 
to know better and advise them, it 
may be cited in connection with the 
20,000,000 gallons of dry wine made 
in the First Internal Revenue Dis- 
trict that 2,000,000 gallons of this 
quantity was made in the homes of 
those who declared their intention, 
before the Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue, to make wine for home use in 
not more than 200-gallon lots. The 
balance was made in the wineries. 
There were 10,000 applications for 
permits to manufacture wine for 
home consumption. This goes to 
show how eager those who were in 


the habit of using wine as an article: 
of diet with their meals, were to pro- | 


vide, in a manner they thought pevr- 
missible, a supply of wine for the en- 
suing year, once they were convinced 
that they could no longer obtain 
wine through the usual channels of 
trade. It is therefore permitted to 
presuine that the sudden and insist- 
ent demand from the Bastern mar- 
kets for fresh grapes had for its in- 
centive the same reason, and, as 
a matter of fact, it is known that a 
great many cars of wine grapes arriv- 
ed at their Eastern destination in 
such a condition that they could not 
be used for any other purpose than 
that of making wine. There is no 
report to show that last fall cars 
which upon arrival at destination 
contained bruised grapes and leaky 


boxes, with grape juice beginning to | 


ferment, rendering the carload unfit 
for anything else than for making 
wine, were condemned by government 
officials or objection made to their 
delivery. This was possibly due to 
the uncertainty as to whether or not 
the ban of wartime prohibition would 
be lifted or a reprieve would be al- 
lowed before. the Prohibition En- 


forcement Act would become effectiv~. | 


In considering the prospects as to 
how the 1920 wine grape crop may 
be disposed of, grape growers must 
not expect that the same condition: 
in regard to the shipment of fresh 
wine grapes will be allowed to pre- 
vail.

Prospects for Adequate Car Service 

From information obtained from 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, | 
the conditions of shortage of refriger- | 
ator cars may be expected to be 
slightly improved over that of last 
year, due to the fact that 13,000 new 
refrigerator cars have been ordered 
built in 1920. Of this number 6500 
will be alloted California railroads 
but at this date actual delivery can 
not be ascertained. This, coupled 
with the certainty that the prohi- 
bition law will be enforced this fall, 
should make growers very careful in 
selling their grapes for Eastern ship- 
ment with no other provision or 
alternative made*by the purchaser 
or the grower himself to take care of 
his crop in some other way, in case, 
for any reason, shipments of fresh 
wine grapes are apprehended, or early 
rains put a stop to shipments. 
Salvaging Wine Grape Crop of 1920 

In discussing the salvage of the 
wine grape crop for this coming fall, 
the question How may wine 
grapes best be disposed of through 
both foreign and domestic trade? Do 
markets for these products exist at 
present to take care of the entire 
crop? Or must new markets be cre- 
ated or developed? And what portion 
of this year’s crop utilized last year 
will have to be manufactured into 
other products? 

In order to arrive at some definite 
idea as to how the 1920 wine grape 
crop may be disposed of, a compari- | 
son of the tonnage that may possi 
bly be utilixed this year with that 
used last year for the same products 
will forecast whether or not the 1920 





arises; 


Wine grape crop may be profitably | 
handled. 
Last year the wine grape crop 


amounted to 411,890 tons; 128,150 tons 
of these were shipped as fresh grapes 
and 82,700 tons were 


used in the 


manufacture of unfermented grape 
juice, grape syrup and dried wine 
grapes. Taking for granted that the 


1920 wine grape crop will equal that 
of 1919 and this same tonnage will 
be used for the like purposes in ‘1920, 
there would remain only the tonnage 
of grape made into wine in 1919, 
amounting to 201,020 tons, in whole 
or part, which would have to find 
other outlets if the same gallonage 
of wine is not manufactured next fall. 

Last fall 201,020 tons of grapes 
were used in the manufacture of both 
dry and sweet wine. This year the 
tonnage that probably can be used 
profitably and in a legitimate way for 
making wine may be as follows: 

First—-Wine can be used as wine, 
without any modification of its eom- 
ponent parts for sacramental, medi- 
other non-beverage  pur- 
poses. Five million gallons is a very 
liberal estimate for the quantity of 
wine that can be disposed of in this 
way, which corresponds to about 
33,500 tons of grapes. 

Second—Wine can be made _ into 
vinegar and, judging by the prefer 
ence of those who use wine vinegar, 
and who willingly pay a higher price 
for it than for vinegar made from 
other materials, one may presume 
that through advertising and other 
means of publicity and education, no 
little amount of vinegar could be sold 
profitably when made from grapes 
purchased at as high a price as that 
paid for grapes used for wine making. 
However, at the present time there 
is but little demand for an article of 
this kind, and for this year's crop 
no tonnage at this time can be spe- 
cified.

There are two or three pat- 
“‘de-alcoholizing wine” by 
Which a very fair article can be pro- 
duced, As yet is a question whether 
wine in this form will take the place 
of the genuine article for beverage 
purposes to any extent. If, however, 
we take as a basis the quantity of 
wine sold for making the de-alcohol 
ized article since the enforcement of 


prohibition to ascertain how much 
of this year’s crop of wine grapes 
may possibly be used for the same 


purpose, 1,000,000 gallons should be 
a fair estimate, to which will corres- 
pond about 6500 tons of grapes 
Fourth—There is abundant evi- 
dence, at the time of issuance of this 
report, that preparations are being 
made to produce for *non-beverage 
purposes a large gallonage of fortified | 
wine. Stocks of this character of 
wine are entirely depleted and the 
demand for it for non-beverage pur- 
poses has been tremendous. Recently 
trainload shipments have been pur 
chased at $2 per gallon naked and 
there is practically none to be had 
at the présent time. In view of this | 
shortage, extensive plans are now ‘in 
progress for the manufacturing of} 
these fortified wines in large quan. | 
tities for delivery after the coming |

Should the other half (40,500 tons) 
be made into grape syrup, approxi- 
mately 1,500,000 gallons would be the 
result, and this, added to the 200,000 
gallons of grape syrup which is the 
gallonage produced last year, makes 
in roupd numbers 1,700,000 gallons of 
a product emerging from the experi- 
mental stage with the brighest of 
possibilities but practically without a 
market. 


Grape Syrup, a Logical Solution 

To salvage the 81,000 tons surplus 
of wine grapes, concerning which 
there exists some uncertainty as to 
the ultimate disposition, grape syrup 
is the logical | solution, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that a market for it must 
be developed. Dried wine grapes and 
grape syrup are the only two grape 
products capable of reaching the con- 
sumer through the present channels

For the time being the dried grape 
market offers alluring inducements 
both to the grape grower and to the 
commercial firms to extend and fur- 
ther develop the dry wine grape 
trade. While the high grade grape 
syrup is a product so recently made 
that there exists practically no com 
merciat demand at this time, on the 
other hand, this grape syrup has pos 
sibilties so far reaching that from a

Notice To Public 


Banks Not to Charge for Small 
Checking Account 


On account of the very heavy expense of carrying small checking ac- 
counts, most banks throughout the country have found it necessary to either 
refuse to take small checking accounts or make a charge therefor, and in 
order to accommodate any client desiring to have the convenience of a small 
checking account, the minimum balance carried without charge has been 
fixed at fifty dollars ($50.00). Any checking account averaging velow this 
amount for the month is charged fifty cents (50c). 

The banks of San Bernardino and Riverside have recently adopted 
this rule. 

The banks of Ontario, Upland, Cucamonga and Chino have felt the nec- 
essity for this charge on small accounts, as have other banks, and have found 
that 40 per cent of their checking accounts have average balances of less 
than fifty dollars ($50.00). 

The expenses incident to handling a checking account require an aver- 
age balance of at least fifty dollars ($50.00) to pay the bank for handling it. 
THIS MEANS THAT 40 PER CENT OF THE CHECKING ACCOUNTS IN 
THE BANKS OF ONTARIO, UPLAND, CUCAMONGA AND CHINO ARE 
CARRIED AT A LOSS TO THE BANKS.

it most as a grape product with a fu- 
ture is that it needs no “acquired 
taste to create a demand for it. In- 
variably all who taste it for the first 
time like it. 

Another feature which recommends 
grape syrup as the product which will 
have more todo than any other in sal- 
vaging the wine grape crop and plac- 
ing once more the wine grape indus- 
try of California on a solid and. per- 
manent basis is the process in its 
making The same mechanical equip- 
ment as is used in making wine, 
with the substitution of a different 
kind of press for unfermented po- 
mace, in connection with the addi- 
tion of a heating apparatus, is used 
in making the raw grape juice pre- 
vious to concentrating it under vac- 
uum to make syrup. All the idle win- 
eries of today are equipped with 
‘his machinery ‘and if the cost of in- 
stallation of vacuum pans for the 
individual wineries is too expensive, 
the wine-making plants could at least 
be used to make the raw material 
juice which, once sterilized, could be 
held until such time as convenient 
delivery colud be made to specialized 
concentrating grape syrup plants. 

Prospects of success for this prod- 
uct appear to be so promising that 
it is not altogether a dreamer’s vi- 
sion to prophesy that within the next 
few years wineries as syrup plants 
will be as busily operating in making 
grape syrup as they were ormerly oc- 
cupied in making wine. Grape jelly 
and jam, processed much in the same 
way as grape syrup, also may be 
listed as being future promising grape 
products.
